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THE PROJECT: We are all proud of the job 
done by Lino Lopez in bettering the under¬ 
standing between the Mexican American and 
the Anglo community. The Mexican Ameri¬ 
can Community Services Project can, during 
its first year and a half, be hailed as a suc¬ 
cessful endeavor. But where does it go from 
here? Under the terms of the grant from 
the Rosenberg Foundation the community 
must keep the project going. During the past 
several months every effort has been made 
to secure funding for the project upon the 
termination in December of the grant from 
the Rosenberg Foundation. All possibilities 
have been thoroughly explored, but to the 
same end - the end of the project. 

It will be the end unless a new source 
of funds is made available. The proper spon¬ 
sor of the Project, however, should be the 
one organization widely acclaimed to this 
type of activity: THE UNITED FUND. 

The United Fund has been contacted 
with regard to the problem, but their admin¬ 
istrators apparently do not know who the 
Mexican American is or that he may have a 
problem. It seems now that the Mexican 
American, each individual and organization, 
should help the "Fund" to understand the 
needs of the community by writing, calling 
or visiting their office in support of their 
sponsorship.

CONFERENCE RE: EMPLOYMENT 

Members of the Mexican American 
community met with the California State Em¬ 
ployment Service, Department of Employ¬ 
ment this past week to seek ways to better 
serve the needs of the community. This may 
or may not have been the intent of the De¬ 
partment, however, after the conclusion of 
the program they seemed to show a bit more 
heart for the Valley of Delight. 


The moderator, Mr. Robert Rodri¬ 
guez, had a little difficulty in sparking par¬ 
ticipation of the audience. The need for lo¬ 
cal personnel in the various employment and 
retraining programs became increasingly 
apparent with the departments cross com¬ 
parisons of Santa Clara County problems 
with those of the Negro communities of Los 
Angeles and Hunters Point. 

The floor took charge during the re¬ 
port from the Department of Employment 
to give back a grass-roots evaluation of their 
operation. Of primary concern was the atti¬ 
tude in policy and by personnel toward the 
Mexican American. A frank duscussion by 
those in attendance brought forth an almost 
predictable answer from the department: 
that they were unaware and would check into 
it all when they get back. 

There were several promises of pro¬ 
gress. Interpreters will be made more ac- 
cessable, the Mexican American will be met 
in a more respectful manner and their af¬ 
fairs conducted with greater cooperation. To 
insure a furtherance of communication be¬ 
tween the Department and those who they are 
supposed to service a committee was formed 
under the leadership of A1 Piflon. This will 
obviously succeed only if we keep up the ini¬ 
tiative at this and support the committee ir 
aU ways possible.

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DBCR IMIN A TION IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS! 

Did you say in a Public School? Ab¬ 
surd! But how about our young innocent 
children who we all have high hopes of at¬ 
taining a high and prominent positions in the 
'Great Society". SSSSH! If we don't say 
anything this might go away and maybe the 
Negro will take the full burden upon him¬ 
self. Or, maybe "if I dbn't say anything, I 
might be a lucky' one and not be discrimi¬ 
nated against. 

Well, as hard to believe as this may 
seem, I read in our local newspaper just 
last week where an "integrated school" lo¬ 
cated in the Salinas Valley was the subject 
of a three-year Doctoral study by a Stanford 
anthropologist, and its results were none 
other than Discrimination and Segregation of 
Mexican-American school children. This 
practice seemed to stdrt as high as the edu¬ 
cational structure as the principal of the 
school, who was quoted as saying that most 
of the Mexican American children were "just 
lazy or stupid" and that "white children got 
more out of school." The study revealed 
that the classes were divided into "fast" and 
"slow", theoretically on the basis of intelli¬ 
gence but in practice based on nationality. 

Sixty to 80% of the Anglos were in the 
fast classes and 62 to 84% of the Mexican 
Americans were in the slow classes. 

The students and teachers alike con¬ 
tinually referred to the groups as the "fast 
American" or 'slow Mexican" class. The 
Mexican Americans outstanding enough to be 
placed in the "fast" classes suffered discri¬ 
mination by the teacher. 

In one classroom scene described by 
the anthropologist, the teacher repeatedly 
refused to call on Mexican-American stud¬ 
ents or shrugged off their responses to 
questions.
